Every reason which prompts the foresighted 
property owners of McHenry county to petition 
for the creation of a park district applies with 
even greater force to Lake county, whose popula- 
tion is growing more rapidly because it is closer 
to the heart of the city and because it cuntains 
the industrial community around Waukegan. A 
prophet’s visibn is not needed to foresee the need 
for parks and preserves in county. Ordinary 
business judgment should suffice, 
There are dunes and flats near Waukegan which 
are still ig their natural state. Industry is en- 
¢croaching upon them. Their value is groewl1g, and 
unless they are quickly acquired the price will be- 
come prohibitive. These shore lands consttiute an 
admirable site for rest and recreation and, if their 
wild life can be preservec. a laboratory for the 
naturalist. Other parks should be established 
among the rolling hills to the west and among the 
jlakes with their lotus beds. "There are skokie 
lands at the south end of the county which offer 
a landscape of quiet charm, Lake county has 
patches of timberland which would attract tour. 
ists from miles around.

Pig iron output in December 
was the smallest for any month of 1926, 
being 2,901,060 tons, or 99,712 tons a 


707 tons, or 107,890 tons a day. 

“ Yet steel production in December has 
been up to expectations,” the Iron Age 
says. “ Not a few buyers, with stocks 
running off at the year-end, sent in 
specifications for shipment in the first 
week of January. Railroad demand still 
gives better promise for tho immediate 
future than other lines. Car orders in 
December were the largest in months. 
More active inquiry for pig iron has 
come out. Structural steel awards were 
swelled to 60,000 tons in the last week. 
“Last year, for the first time since 
the war, exports from six countries 
which lead in steel production passed 


per cent larger than in 1913. World pro- 
duction in 1926 reached a new high point 
at 89,500,000 tons. The United States, 
with 48,250,000 tons, made 54 per cent 
of the world’s total, compared with 562. 
per cent in 19% end 42 per cent in 
1913.” 


‘The Iron Trade is more optimistic over

the Colorado Agricultural college. | 

Fruit growers, particularly those of 
the northwest, frequertliy have trouble 
with the residue. It sometimes causes 
trouble in marketing the fruit, although 
it is not considered dangerous. 3 

Eixtess arsenical residues can be re- 
moved. with the Headden solution, which 
is said to, be cheap, quick acting and 
effective, with no bad effect upon the 
fruit. Dr. Headden says it is made 
by taking four pounds each cf soda ash. 
and ordinary table salt and dissolving 
them in 109 pounds of water. The so- 
lution can be used either in wood or 
tron vessels. It should be heated to 100 
degrees Fahrenheit, but not materially 
raised above that .nark. 

." Bnough apples are then added to 
the solution to cover the surface thick- 
ly,” Dr. Headden says. “The apples 
should be. stirred with a mop, care be- 
ing taken not to bruise them. The 
stirring should be continued for ten 
minutes. On removal from the bath the 
apples should be rinsed to remove the 
wash “liquid.”
